Storm Cancels G-P Tax 
Abatement Public Hearing 


A public hearing to discuss a 12-year 50- 


percent tax abatement request by Georgia- 


Pacific was cancelled Monday evening 
because of a snowstorm. 

The public hearing, which was scheduled 
to be held in the Beaver Creek Township 
Hall, has not been rescheduled yet by the 
township board. 

The meeting may have to be rescheduled 
in January, but public notice will again be 
given before the meeting date. 


Before the meeting scheduled for Monday 
night, Beaver Creek Supervisor Cletis 
Spears had said there would be no action 
taken that meeting on the request — only 
discussion. Spears said earlier one of the 
items discussed will be why Georgia-Pacific 


tiled a tax abatement request after a public 
meeting at which the township board gave 
their approval of the plant locating here.

Loeal Authorities 
To Discuss Camp 
Shawono Proposal

A plan to convert Camp Shawono into a 
youth training school and regional! detention 
center will be discussed by state and local 
Department of Social Services officials, 
local Probate Court officials, Crawford 
County Sheriff Department officers, and 
Michigan State Police officials at a meeting 
Tuesday, December 17, at the Grayling Hol- 
iday Inn. 

A proposal by the DSS Office of Children 
and Youth Services Residential Care Divi- 
sion calls for switching Camp Shawono to a 
training school and regional detention cen- 
ter and keeping Camp Nokomis as a youth 
rehabilitation camp. Currently, Camp 
Shawono and Nokomis are the only two DSS 
youth rehabilitation camps in the state. 

The two camps are currently minimum 
security vocational skills centers for youths 
14 to 19 who have been sent by Probate Court 
to the Department of Social Services as 


' delinquents needing supervision. 


One part of the proposal would change 
Camp Shawono into a medium security 
northern Michigan delinquency treatment 
center. Youth from the upper peninsula and 
northern lower peninsula who are not in 
need of maximum security or intensive 
secure treatment would be assigned to the 


*new Camp Shawono training center. 


Another part of the proposal would add a 
regional juvenile detention center at Camp 
Shawono. The 10 to 15-bed lock-up would 
serve courts and DSS offices through north- 
ern lower Michigan and the upper penin- 
sula. Both female and male juveniles could 
be held at the facility. 

The proposal also calls for enhancing the 
vocation skills center at Camp Nokomis. 
Large dormitories would be changed into 
individual rooms for more control and two 
garages would be converted into vocational 
classrooms. 

Large dormitories at Camp Shawono 
would also be changed into individual rooms 
for more control. 

Richard Friz, DSS Director of Regional 
Residential Care, said both 50-bed camps 
are only operating at about 50 to 60 percent 
capacity, and the bottom line is that their 
basic survival is on the line unless major 
changes are made. 

Among the advantages of the proposal to 
change Camp Shawono: 


* Camp Nokomis could still offer a voca- 
tional skills center and operate at near 100 
percent capacity. 

* Camp Shawono could operate at near 
100 percent capacity as a training school for 
northern Michigan youth. Friz said this 
would better serve northern Michigan youth 
and it would free about 40 beds in downstate 
training schools. 

* The regional detention center at Camp 
Shawono would streamline juvenile deten- 
tion operations for northern Michigan and 
provide a secure back-up for the training 
school there. 

Friz said the meeting December 17th in 
Grayling will be just one of several through- 
out northern Michigan with juvenile of- 
ficials He said the residential care division 
needs to talk with these officials about the 
proposal to hear their concerns and look for 
support. 

“Tf the support isn’t there for the pro- 
posal, we go back to the drawing board,”’ 
Friz said. 


Richard Manley, director of both camps, 
said cost estimates for the remodeling at the 
camps and the secure addition at Camp 
Shawono should be developed by the first of 
the year. 

Friz said besides remodeling, extra 
money would be needed for more staff at the 
training school and detention center to 
provide more control. Currently, including 
full and part-time counselors, cooks, and 
maintenance workers, each camp has about 
one employee for each youth there. 

The camps generally serve 15-17 year 
olds. Manley said it is rare to have an 18- 
year-old at either camp. 

The camps offer an excellent work-train- 
ing program for the youth that benefits 
them as well as communities. Camp 
Shawono and Camp Nokomis work, crews 
have assisted at Hanson Hills, AuSable 
River soil erosion projects, trail grooming, 
deer habitat projects, and dozens of other 
projects. 

The camps also offer education programs, 
skill-training courses, and a fine recreation 
program, Camp Shawono is located on 
Howes Lake Road about six miles west of 
Grayling. Camp Nokomis is lcoated along 
Pup Lake about four miles south of Hough- 
ton Lake. 


Camp Grayling In 
Line for $'7.8 Million 


Camp Grayling will receive $7.8 million in 
funding for construction and renovation in a 
bill supported by Congressman Bill Schuette 
that passed the House last week. 

“Camp Grayling is the finest National 
Guard training camp in the United States,” 
Congressman Schuette said. ‘I’m happy to 
report that since the Senate passed this ap- 
propriation last week, all we need is the 
President’s signature for the funding to be 
made available.” 

The funds will be used to construct a new 
heavy equipment maintenance training cen- 
ter, winterize 20 buildings for year-round 
use and construct 7 motor pool buildings 


with maintenance shops. ‘These improve- 
ments will enabie Camp Grayling to expand 
its training capacity and year-round opera- 
tions,” said Congressman Schuette. “By 
winterizing 20 buildings, the camp will be 
able to house 1000 men.” 
« The military construction appropriation 

passed by the House of Representatives was 
the result of an agreement between it and 
the Senate. The president is expected to sign 
the bill in the next few days. ‘‘With the in- 
creasing importance of the National Guard 
in our nation’s military force structure, we 
must ensure that Camp Grayling is kept in 
good shape,” Congressman Schuette said.

Veterans Clinic 
is Dedicated 
at Gaylord 


Tuesday, November 26, 
1985 was a memorable day 
for Northern Michigan 
veterans as the new 
Veterans Administration 
Outpatient Clinic in Gaylord 
was officially dedicated.

When I met with VA officials 
to lobby for approval of the 
Clinic, J presented all of the 
letters I had received as an 
indication of the support for 
the Clinic by Northern Mich- 
igan veterans. When the con- 
cept of the outpatient clinic 
had been approved but no 
funding was forthcoming, 
the letters continued to 
arrive. Again, it was with 
this local support that we 
were able to gain final fund- 
ing approval. 

Although the Clinic was of- 
ficially dedicated on ‘Tues- 
day, it began treating 
patients several weeks ago. 
The need for a Northern 
Michigan veterans out- 
patient clinic has been con- 
firmed with usage well 
beyond original projections. 
I already have written to VA 
Administrator, Harry 
Walters, requesting an ex- 
tension of operating hours of 
this important facility which 
is providing necessary 
health eare to those who 
once served our country so 
well.

Coming Soon— 
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POLITICS, it is said, makes strange bed- 
fellows. A recent case in point is the so- 
called balanced budget amendment before 
the Michigan legislature. 

Actually, the nomenclature is a bit mis- 
leading. It is not really an amendment to 
the United States Constitution to require a 
balanced federal budget every year. If 
that were the case, the issue most likely 
would have been passed by the Michigan 
legislature. 

Instead, the question was one of calling a 
constitutional convention to rewrite the 
United States Constitution if Congress 
failed to adopt a constitutional amendment 
requiring a balanced budget each year. 

And that is quite another matter. 

SO FAR, 32 states have approved the 
proposal, with 34 needed for adoption. If 
Michigan had become No. 33 — and we 
almost did — then the squeeze really would 
have been put on Congress to bite the 
amendment bullet. 

That’s why the politicking was so severe 
hereabouts the past few weeks. The Mich- 
igan Senate, controlled by Republicans, 
has steadfastly been in favor of the issue. 
The stumbling block has been in the 
House, where the Democrats hold sway. 

On April 25, the first vote was taken on 
the so-called balanced budget question, 
and it lost 51-55, with 56 votes needed for 
passage. 

A couple of pressure groups pushing the 
proposal built up a real head of steam, 
aiming toward a second vote, which finally 
was scheduled for November. 

MEANWHILE, the National Taxpayers 
Union and the Michigan Chamber of Com- 
merce turned up the pro-amendment burn- 
ers, including paid advertising spots in the 
districts of potential yes votes, and a tele- 
phone campaign. One wavering represen- 
tative, who finally did switch position, 
reported: receiving 100 telephone calls at 
home one. weekend before deciding not to 
answer the phone anymore. 

But it was all to no avail. The issue went 
down again in the House, by a startling 
similar vote, this time 51-56. _ 

It seems the high-pressure campaign by 
the Taxpayers’ Union and the Chamber 
switched just about as many “‘yes” votes 
to ‘‘no’’ votes as it did ‘‘no”’ votes to “‘yes” 
votes. That’s one of the perils of high politi- 
cal pressure. 

REP. DICK ALLEN of Caro was one of 


Legislators, the executive office and in- 
surance industry officials are reviewing a 
new draft proposal on automobile essential 
insurance which would end outstate rating 
territories and give insurance companies 
an option after one year on how to set max- 
imum auto rate increases for Detroit. 

Some officials hope the proposal will 
answer some of the objections Governor 
James Blanchard raised to a similar bill 
vetoed last August. 

The proposal would eliminate one pro- 
vision of the previous bill rejected by 
Blanchard that would let insurance com- 
panies set maximum auto insurance rate 


_ increases for Detroit through current 


essential insurance limitations, by the 
average outstate rate increase, or by a cap 
of 4 percent plus the rate of the consumer 
price index. 

The proposal under study would limit in- 
surance companies to raising Detroit rates 
by either the current statute or 4 percent 
plus inflation for one year. 

After the first year, companies could 
raise Detroit rates by the coutstate 
average. 

The bill would also allow some com- 
panies in Detroit, whose rates are below 
the average of other larger companies, to 


_raise their rates initially to the ‘“‘ac- 
_tuarially justified” average. 


After that increase, those companies 
would be subject to the same one-year 
limitation on Detroit rate increases as the 
larger Companies. 

When Blanchard vetoed the bill in 
August, he said the bill was seriously flaw- 
ed and could “open the floodgates” to high- 
er insurance increases across the state. 

Insurance officials at that time doubted 
that there were any areas left in the pro- 


posal that could be compromised with the

the switchers, going from ‘“‘yes” to “no”’. 

“I'm not willing to take the risk of a run- 
away convention. that could well subject 
this nation’s most valuable and enduring 
document to alterations by special interest 
groups,” explained Republican Allen. 

Another Republican ‘no’ voter, Rep. 
Ernest Nash of Dimondale, agreed. 

“No one will have control of that conven- 
tion but the conventioneers,” said Nash. 
‘If they want to rewrite the entire docu- 
ment, they will have the opportunity.” 

The vote in the legislature was not a par- 
ty line situation, with Republicans and 
Democrats agreeing either in oppesition or 
in favor. 


DEMOCRAT Gov. James Blanchard 
was strong in opposition. 

“The Michigan legislature knows you 
balance a budget by hard work and 
courage, not with blue smoke and 
mirrors,” Blanchard commented. 

Also in strong opposition was the Third 
Congressional District Republican Com- 
mittee, which voted 25-3 against the 
proposal last spring, and increased its op- 
position to 30-1 in the fall. 

‘A balanced budget amendment is okay, 
but not a convention to rewrite the Con- 
stitution,’’ reasoned the Republican 
District Committee. 

The Michigan Federation of Republican 
Women, and some other GOP groups, also 
opposed. , 

The National Taxpayers Union indicated 
it would abandon its efforts in Michigan 
now, heading instead to other states which 
might be swayed, such as Kentucky and 
New Jersey. 

MEANWHILE, the Congress struggles 
with an unbalanced budget. 

Would a constitutional amendment 
requiring Congress to balance the budget 
each year be effective? In my opinion, its 
only problematical. 

Michigan and several other states have 
balanced-budget provisions, with varied 
success. Congress even has a law already 
on the books requiring the government to 
spend no more than it takes in; it hasn’t 
worked yet. .

The 1986-87 proposed contamination 
clean up priority list has been released by 
the Department of Natural Resources with 
a total of 1,255 sites, an increase of 15.6 per- 
cent over the number of sites named in the 
last list. 

But DNR officials said that despite the 
increase in the list, state activities to clean 
up contaminated areas will have a positive 
effect. 

The list is used to help determine state 
financing under the 1982 environmental 
response act for clean up activities. 

Currently there are some 170 sites 
receiving state funding under the environ- 
mental response act.

Donald Burkley. ‘The Gray- 
ling Health Care Center pro- 
vides physical therapy, 
speech therapy, and occupa- 
tional therapy services 
which have greatly assisted 
our stroke patients in obtain- 
ing maximal rehabilita- 
tion.” 

Physicians and therapists 
are members of the patient 


care team which provide 


care for the patient at the 
long-term facility level. 

Following the recom- 
mendations of physicians 
and therapists, other mem- 
bers of the patient care team 
including facility depart- 
ments of Nursing, Activities, 
Dietary and Social Services 
(with the cooperation of 
family and the patient) 
carry out the daily exercises 
of rehabilitation. 

According to Ed Gyde, 
husband of a stroke patient 
who received her rehabili- 
tation at the Grayling Health 
Care Center and has now 
returned home, ‘The oppor- 
tunity to work with the staff 
was great, I learned the 
techniques needed to further 
carry-on rehabilitation at 
home.”

How about something dif- 
ferent? Male, female, adult, 
or child— this gift is simple 
to make, practical to use, 
and is different. It is called a 
boot/shoe sachet. 

You know that baking soda 
helps to take care of un- 
wanted odors, but did you 
know that pure vanilla does 
the same thing with longer 
results? Didn’t know that, 
did you, darlin’. There are 
those who put a box of 
baking soda in their refrig- 
erator -- that is too costly for 
me. Whenever I clean out 
my refrigerator I use one 
tablespoon of vanilla extract 
and about one quarter cup of 
baking soda to warm water 
and wipe down the inside of 
the refrigerator. Do not use 
the synthetic vanilla — use 
only the genuine article. You 
do not smell the vanilla, but 
you do not have the refrig- 
erator odors either. ; 

Back to the sachet. Cut up 
one half of a vanilla bean 
(cut very fine) and place it in 
about one cup of baking 
soda. To this add whatever 
fragrant. oils or potpourri 
you have around the house. 
You can even add spices: 
cinnamon, cloves, allspice, 
etc. Combine all ingredients 
in a glass jar and put aside 
until you need it. You should 
have enough to make about 
two to four pairs of sachets. 

Cut four pieces of 
material, preferably cotton, 
about three or four inches in 
size. You can shape it in a 
holiday theme if you perfer. 
Next sew up three sides. In 
the opened end, put in some 
of your dry ingredients, tuck 
in one end of a 12 or 18 inch 
ribbon half inch wide, and 
sew up the fourth side. When 


you are done, you should 


have two sachets attached to 

either end of a ribbon long 

enough to slip down inside of 

boots or shoes when they are 
not in use.

State Businesses Get 
S152 Million Break

Michigan businesses will 
get a $152 million tax break 
this year because the State is 
paying off its unemployment 
compensation debt to the 
federal government more 
quickly than expected. 

For the first time since 


Michigan began to pay offits - 


$2.6 billion debt in 1983, state 
employers will not have to 
pay the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act penalty tax. 
This will save businesses up 
to $58 for each employee this 
year. 

During the dark days of 
the recession, Michigan had 
to borrow money from the 
federal government to pay 
for jobless benefits because 
the state’s unemployment 
insurance trust fund had 


Under the threat of heavy 
penalties from federal offi- 
cials, the Michigan 
Legislature approved a 


repayment plan in 1982, in- | 


volving increased taxes on 
businesses and reduced 
benefits for jobless workers. 

State officials estimate 
that the state should pay off 
the remaining $1.3 billion it 
owes by spring 1987. 

Paying off this debt is good 
news. What would be even 
better is if we could learn 
from our recent experiences 
and make sure _ history 
doesn’t repeat itself. We 
should keep an ever watchful 
eye on state spending in 
Michigan and even. during 


prosperous periods avoid the

Senate Passes Tax Gut 
Pian, Moves to House 


By Sen. Connie Sinsfeld 


The Senate scored a vic- 
tory for every taxpayer in 
the state when it passed the 
Republican sponsored tax 
cut plan this week. This plan 
offers tax relief on all fronts, 
from lower income and 
property taxes to higher per- 
sonal exemptions. 

The cornerstone of the 
Senate Republican plan is a 
rollback of the state income 
tax to 4.6 percent. The 
Governor’s tax plan calls for 
the same rollback, but not 
until May of 1986. Since the 
Governor has declared the 
state financially solvent as 
of November 8, we don’t see 
to wait - 
especially when estimates 
on all sides show the state 
anticipating a large surplus 
in revenues even with the 
rollback. The bill we've 
passed makes the rollback to 
4.6 percent retroactive to

November 11, bringing im- 
mediate tax relief to all tax- 
payers if the plan passes the 
House. 

The second major portion 
of the plan indexes the $1500 
personal exemption to the in- 
flation rate. Personal 
exemptions have not been 
raised since 1973, even 
though prices have more 
than doubled and raised the 
cost of living. Yet taxes have 
been raised over that time to 
help the state pay for in- 
flated costs. It’s about time 
individual taxpayers get 
some help with inflation as 
well. This bill also allows 
senior citizens, low-income 
residents, and handicapped 
persons to get double infla- 
tion relief since they claim 
double exemptions. 

A third bill allows senior 
citizens a substantial break 
on their property taxes.

relating to the Sturgeon that 
you might find of interest. 
Most people know that this 
fish is a hold over from pre- 
historic ‘times, having 
evolved about a hundred 
million years ago. It has a 
distinctive shark like tail, a 
carilaginous skelton, armor- 
ed plates and a_ tube-like 
mouth. 

Before 1870 the Sturgeon 
was considered to be a pest 
by commercial fisherman 
because of the damage 
caused to nets. According to 
some sources thousands 
were stacked on beaches, 
dried and then burned. Then 
someone found out that the 
roe (eggs) could be used as 
caviar, that their meat was 
excellent when smoked and 
that isinglass could be made 
from their swim bladders. 

Following these dis- 
coveries the species was 
nearly exterminated from 
the Great Lakes by 1928. In 
1929 both sport and commer- 
cial fishing were stopped. 
Since that time the numbers 
of Sturgeon have slowly in- 
creased to allow a limited 
sport fishery. Of the 120,000 
eggs deposited by a female 
in May or June only a very 
few will survive even the 
first year. Their life span is 
long, but it takes a long time 
for them to get really large. 

In the first year they reach 
five and a half inches in 
length. By the fifth year they 
will weigh two pounds. By 
the time they are 50 years 
old they may weigh 50 to 90 
pounds. The largest ever 
taken weighed 310 pounds. 
For all their size the pre- 
ferred foods include mayfly 
nymphs, larvae, caddis flies, 
mollusks, crayfish, fresh- 
water shrimp, and dead 
minnows.

The 1986 Wild Turkey hunt- 
ing regulations were ap- 
proved by the Natural 
Resources Commission at its 
October meeting. 

There are no major 
changes this year except 
that the number of permits 
was raised from 15,900 to 
16,650. The season will run 
generally from April 21 
through May 21 but hunting 
periods vary from area to 
area. 

Again, it shall be unlawful 
to make use of bait, weapons 
other than a bow and arrow 
or shotgun or to hunt without 
a valid turkey permit and a 
1986 small game hunting 
license. A person can not 
even carry a firearm or bow 


and arrow while in an area - 


open for wild turkey hunting 
during: the spring wild 
turkey season unless the per- 
son possesses a valid turkey 
license and small game 
license. . 
Application cards will be 
available in mid-December 
at selected license agents 
and DNR offices. Non- 
resident applications are 
only available at the DNR 
Information Services Office 
in Lansing. Application 
deadline is February 1, 1986. 
Remember, turkey hunt-
